$32,000 for he knowledge of 
baseball, lives with a daughter, 
Sarah Cook, and spryly denies 
she received any answers. 


“If somebody had b e e n 
giving out the a n s w e r s I 
wouldn’t h a v e stopped at 
$32,000 on the “The $64,000 
Question,’ ” she said. “I’d 
have gone all the way.” 


Remember the Egan broth­ 
ers of Hartford, Conn., who 
won $48.000 on the quiz shows? 
James N. Egan is still an at­ 
torney there, but William Egan 
has married and moved to Win­ 
ter Haven, Fla. 
William is in the real estate 
business and is writing a novel 
“not about TV quiz shows.” He 
said that as far as he and his 
brother could tell the shows 
were not rigged.

Study Tiburón Annex 


The Belvedere City Council 
last night turned a suggestion 
to annex Tiburón to Belvedere 
over to the city planning com­ 
mission for study. 
The 
annexation 
proposal, 
pros and cons of which have 
been discussed unofficially for 
10 years, saw light officially 
for the first time last night in 
a letter to the council from the 
Tiburón 
Chamber of 
Com­ 
merce. Chamber President Wil­ 
liam H. Rafter appeared before 
the council to give reasons for 
annexation, 
citing 
a 
study 
made by the University of Cal­ 
ifornia. 
‘Tiburón could incorporate, 
but sooner or later I feel that 
Tiburón would come to Belve­ 
dere for annexation,” he said. 
He pointed out that Belvedere 
and Tiburón residents could 
share many functions, such as 
police and fire protection, wa­ 
ter and sewage disposal, and 
that a combined community 
would have a greater voice in 
administrating and controlling 
the area of the Tiburón Penin­ 
sula. 


“Already we share post of­ 
fice and school districts and 
have many of the same prob­ 
lems,” Rafter said. He pointed 
out that Tiburón has some 
commercial ventures and has 
area for more, while Belve­ 
dere must realize all income 
from its residential property 
owners. 
When asked the effect on 
the tax base if annexed, Rafter 
said he “couldn’t hazard a 
guess how much” but that he 
thought it would be reduced. 
“The reaction I’ve gotten 
from a lot of Belvedereans is 
that they don’t want to lose 
the name of Belvedere,” Rafter 
said. 
Boundaries for annexation 
were discussed but, as Rafter 
said, “could be put wherever 
desirable.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Quiz Hoax Will Hurt TV 
Because Public Lost Faith 


Frankly It made us a little sick when. 
Charles Van Doren went before the 
House subcommittee investigating TV 
quiz shows to admit he had deceived the 
people of America and not told the truth 
to grand jurors in an earlier probe. 
TV and radio have made big business 
of giving something to people who are 
willing to appear on shows and make 
fools of themselves for a new washing 
machine or a deep freeze. 
In the big quiz shows, it appeared that 
finally rewards were going to people for 
something they had accomplished—the 
accumulation of knowledge — even 
though at times the information seemed 
trivial at best. 
Now a highly respected, young col­ 
lege professor sits before a group of 
Congressmen and recounts how he “was 
deeply involved in a deception,” how he 
followed a script and mugged for the 
cameras. Respect for education, respect 
for the student and respect for an in­ 
dustry have suffered a grievous blow. 
It is no excuse that the program pro­ 
ducer argued the show was “just enter­ 


tainment.” What is amazing and horri­ 
fying is that so many shows, using 
money as their bait, couid corrupt scores 
of normally honest citizens so com­ 
pletely that they would be able to con­ 
tinue the fraud against the public for 
years undetected. 
The television industry has hurt itself 
much more than people realize. 
The 
public has been so shocked and shaken 
by the revelation that it m ill take years, 
perhaps even a generation, for people 
to again trust the media. In the mean­ 
time, advertisers will suffer from the 
lack of reliance on their TV claims. 
Some will no longer advertise. This will 
cut TV budgets and entertainment thus 
will suffer further. 
It seems fantastic that an industry’s 
good name mould be jeopardized by a 
few shows. Yet that is exactly what has 
happened. Now the public has lost faith. 
Television is still an infant. It will 
continue to grow. But it has had to learn 
one lesson the hard way— Honesty is the 
best policy. There's nothing more im­ 
portant than integrity. 


TV Cowboys Don't Know Facts 


We don’t expect any youngsters mill 
desert the Roy Rogers Fan Club because 
of our revelation, but the fact is it is not 
true that “The longhorn cattle feed on 
the lowly jimson weed.” Cattle avoid it< 
and for good reason. 


This common Marin County meed 
contains a high percentage of two poi­ 
sonous drugs: atropin and hvoseyamin. 
In folk medicine, jimson weed was 
smoked as an asthma treatment, the at­ 
ropin having an effect as a dilator of 
blood vessels and general relaxant. But 
modern drugs are much more effective 


and less likely to cause complications. 
Other names for Jimson weed, thorn- 
apple, mad-apple, stinkwort and stramo- 
mium. These names give a hint of its 
characteristics. Its seed-pod is a spiky 
thing and the plant is so ill-smelling any­ 
thing that would eat it would be starving 
or a wee bit mad. 
It has large, moon-flower type blos­ 
soms, but they have a foul odor. 
The 
weed is coarse and ranges in height 
from one to five feet. 
It’s a Hollywood cowboy’s idea that 
cattle eat jimson weed. Actually, they 
shun it like the plague.

We pulled up our zucchini squash 
vines last week, but not without a meas­ 
ure of regret. Zucchinis are an amateur 
kitchen gardener's delight. 


Simple to care for, pests easily con­ 
trolled, zucchinis are so prolific one 
almost has to beat the vines with a stick 
to keep down production.

HENRY MacARTHUR 
Simpson's Plan Would Make 


Change In Teacher Credentials 


SACRAMENTO ( C N S ) — 
What may result in some' sim­ 
plification of educational ad­ 
ministration was recommend­ 
ed by Roy E. Simpson, state’ 
superintendent of public in­ 
struction, at a meeting of the 
California Council on Teacher 
Education in the Ahwahnee 
Hotel, Yosemite. 
Simpson, following a five- 
year study, proposes cutting 
down the number of teaching 
credentials in California from 
31 to 4, to provide for ele­ 
mentary, high and junior col­ 
lege credential, plus a special 
subject credential for voca­ 
tional and adult education 
classes. 


SOME TIME AGO, the Cali­ 
fornia Tpachers’ Association 
proposed cutting down the 
top-heavy credential, system.. 
Three other credentials, for 
non-school teaching services, 
would be provided under the 
plan. These would be for serv­ 
ices, supervision, and adminis­ 
tration, with the last t w o 
requiring teaching experience. 
The new teaching creden­ 
tials, according to the recom­ 
mendations of the state school 
superintendent, would require 
five years of college - level 
teacher training, instead of 
the four now required at most 
levels. 
However, the plan would al­ 
low persons with a.‘'bachelor’s 
degree, obtained after four 
years of college to start teach­ 
ing immediately, and finish 
the fifth year of teacher train­ 
ing while they are actually en­ 
gaged in teaching. 


ANOTHER CHANGE from 
the present system, Simpson 
said, would give teachers cre­ 
dentials for .life, once they 
complete three years of ‘suc­ 
cessful teaching’ and don’t 
leave school employ for five 
or more consecutive years. 
The recommendations must 
go before' the State Board of 
Education for approval before 
they can be put into effect. 
Although t h e 
inevitable 
rules and regulations s u r ­ 
rounding the suggested newr 
program have not as yet been 
drawn up, the department 


could in line with the desig­ 
nated subjects teaching cre­ 
dential, eliminate some of the 
criticism that has fallen upon 
the teaching system where 
specialized subjects are con­ 
cerned. 


ISSUANCE of a prelimin­ 
ary credital in this field, ac­ 
cording to Simpson’s report, 
involves the completion of a 
prescribed program of prepa­ 
ration and/or experience. 
The “and/or” part of the 
recommendations would per­ 
mit the department, if it so 
chooses, to utilize the serv­ 
ices of many experienced in­ 
dividuals in. various fields of 
endeavor, who could not, un­ 
der the present regulations, 
obtain teaching credentials no' 
matter how outstanding they 
were in their particular fields. 
It would be up to the state 
board of education and the 
department to d e t e r m i n e 
whether 
or not utilization 
could be made of outstanding 
individuals, 
whose 
services 
would be a benefit to the 
youth of the state.

W henever you discuss Pre­ 
mier Khrushchev’s moves in­ 
dicating that he might be 
wanting to cut back the cold 
war and somewhat r e d u c e 
armaments, you are almost al­ 
ways asked two q u e s t. i o n s 
from opposite viewpoints. 
One question is: Shouldn’t 
we take Mr. K.’s proposals 
seriously; isn’t there the pos­ 
sibility that he really means 
it? 
The other question: Isn’t 
it more than ever necessary 
to be wary so that we are not 
tempted to recklessly let down 
our guard? 


USUALLY THE questioner 
expects a yes answer to either 
♦question. The implication is 
that if you accept one of these 
two premises, you can’t ac­ 
cept the other. 
It seems to me, however, 
that these two viewpoints are 
compatible, consistent, a n d 
that they fortify each other. 
We need to bear in mind 
that negotiation is a first step, 
that agreement is what comes 
way down the end of the road. 
In our approach to negoti­ 
ation we ought to assume that 
Khrushchev wants to lessen 
the danger of war and reduce 
armaments. 
In our approach to agree­ 
ment, as the result of negoti­ 
ation,, we ought to be wary, de­ 
termined that everything is 
fuíly inspectable and fully en­ 
forceable and make no one­ 
sided compromises. 


AND WE SHOULD, I think, 
realize that the only way of 
getting anywhere with the 
Soviets is to be united in ad­ 
vance on what we are pre­ 
pared to do and agreed .that 
we are not going to accept an. 
agreement for the sake of 
agreement. A bad agreement, 
an unenforceable agreement, 
a 
one-sided 
agreement, 
is 
worse than, no agreement. 
It seems to me that a ra­ 
tional case can be made that 
the Soviets have decided that 
it is in their interests to see 
the most dangerous weapons 
of mass destruction « n. d e r 
control. I think it is reason­ 
able for Mr. K. to have con­ 


cluded: 
That the present unchecked 
arms race, if allowed to con­ 
tinue indefinitely, could ex­ 
plode accidentally into a sui­ 
cidal war. 
That he can. spread Com­ 
munism without the us© of 
force and perhaps more ef­ 
fectively without the use of 
force. 


KHRUSHCHEV’S principal 
motivations could be these: 
He now knows by his own 
possession of them, that nu­ 
clear ¡negation weapons mean 
wholesale mutual devastation 
and wants to avoid their us© 
by miscalculation. 
He now knows from his own 
experience that these modern 
weapons are frightfully cost­ 
ly and. the drain of the arma­ 
ments race upon the Soviet 
economy is great. 
Finally, Mr. K. may have 
concluded that the Soviet em­ 
pire has .reached the outer 
limits of safety and manage­ 
ability — as evidenced by the 
difficulties with Poland and 
Hungary — and has, there­ 
fore, decided that further ex­ 
pansion. by force is impractic­ 
able. 


WE LEARNED at Yalta that 
agreements — like holding 
free elections in Eastern Eu­ 
rope — are worthless unless 
they can be enforced. 
We learned at the 1955 
summit conference at Geneva 
that Soviet smiles and an “im­ 
proved atmosphere” do not 
by themselves .guarantee set* 
tling any real dispute. 
We know — and while he 
was in our midst he left no 
doubt — that Mr. K. intends 
to carry on, the most formid­ 
able, unyielding economic and 
political contest with the free 
world to see which — Com­ 
munism or a free society — 
can show the best wares and 
make the best appeal to the 
whole world. 
But if Mr. K. is ready to 
carry on this kind of contest 
without force and threat of 
force and with, controlled arms' 
reduction,, we ought to find 
out. It would be to everybody* 
advantage.

They scheduled possible ex­ 
penditure of $10,000 for im­ 
provements at Hilarita, but said 
they did not want to make any 
move toward making the proj- 
est permanent. 
Housing Authority executive 
director Bert Klahn said the 
City of Belvedere will, be pre­ 
sented with a sewagfc' riie-in 
plan that w ould cost the author­ 
ity $5,000. and he felt the city 
council, will, approve. 
He said a new six-inch line 
will have to be laid into the 
Belvedere system. The Hilari- 


ing would be provided and no 
more.. 
While Rev. Swartz argued 
there may be a new need for 
more housing, it was pointed 
out that, to bring Hilarita up to 
permanent standards, it would 
have to be torn down and re­ 
built at the cost of hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. 
Commissioner Harry Braun 
said the repairs now planned 
for the project will be only “a 
drop in the bucket,” compared 
to any new project. 
Klahn said the 300 units for 
Marin City had been estab­ 
lished by federal economists as 
the maximum needed for Ma­ 
rin. “We had a heck of a time 
trying to get them to go that 
ta project will have to cease lar- ’ he declared. 
using a launderette.. 
The other $5,000 expenditure 
will be for- a paint job. Klahn 
is to present to the next meet­ 
ing a. fuller report on the paint­ 
ing program, so the commission 
can call for bids and give the 
occupants of the project notice 
of rent increases. 
Klahn said Increases would 
be necessary to pay for the im­ 
provements. By the next meet­ 
ing, Klahn said, he will know' 
more about Belvedere’s feeling 
on the sewage treatment plan. 
Rev. Howard Swartz, vice 
chairman, proposed that the ¡ 
commission, taking into constd- j 
eration Marin’s rapid growth, 
consider making Hilarita a per­ 
manent installation. 
“We must meet the challenge 
of providing the very best type 
of public housing,’'* he said. 
Chairman Omar E. McNally 
replied that the redevelopment 
of Marin City was in part ap­ 
proved. by the voters of the 
county, who were promised 
that 300 units of low-cost hous- 


About half of those1 now liv­ 
ing in Hilarita probably will 
qualify for the new low-cost 
housing in Marin City when ap­ 
plications are taken in January, 
Klahn said. 
The commission was told that 
when the applications started 
coming in, the authority will be 
able to get a 'better idea of the 
need for such housing in Ma­ 
rin.Persons who now have legal 
residence in Marin City will be 
considered first., then, all others 
in the county, including those 
living in Marin City illegally.

Within hours of his public 
testimony, Columbia University 
accepted Van Doren's offer to 
resign as an assistant professor 
of English. The action by the 
university’s board of trustees 
was made effective immediate­ 
ly.The National Broadcasting 
Co., which, suspended Van 
Doren with pay last month 
from a S50.000-a-year post as 
commentator, said it was with­ 
holding comment. The suspen­ 
sion was subject to the outcome 
of the congressional hearings. 
Van Doren himself was un­ 
certain of his future plans. 
“I hope' to be a teacher,” 
he told newsmen. *i think X 
would be better at that than 
anything else.” 


Front Office 
School Pay 
Under Fire 
SACRAMENTO (UPD—A Sen­ 
ate committee today called up­ 
on leaders from California’s 
teaching profession and organi­ 
zations today to explain, a wide 
variation between school ad­ 
ministrator salaries in separate 
parts of the state. 
Chairman Stanley Arnold tD- 
Susanviile) said he had receiv­ 
ed hundreds of letters from all 
parts of the state saying too 
much school money is being 
spent in the front office and 
not enough, in. the classroom. 
WIDE VARIANCE 
A preliminary study by Ar­ 
nold’s committee on govern­ 
ment administration showed a 
“wide variance’’ between 
school districts both as to sal­ 
aries and as to the number of 
administrative 'positions.. 
Dr. Wallace Hall, chief of 
the state department of educa­ 
tion's Division of Administra­ 
tion, and former Marin County 
superintendent of schools, ap­ 
peared yesterday afternoon as 
the first witness in the two- 
day hearing. „ 
He said flatly: ’‘Present sal­ 
aries for school, administrators, 
are inadequate” despite the 
fact that some are making 
more than $25.000 a year. 
HASN’T KEPT PACE 
Hall said that since the 
1920s the level of school ad­ 
ministrators’ salaries' had 'not 
kept pace with either the cost 
of living or the personal .in­ 
come per capita,. 
“On the basis of cither cri­ 
teria,” he told the committee, 
“salaries paid now should be 
increased to a more adequate 
range. These are necessary 
in the competitive market, 
which bids for ability.” 
Hall also proposed a “realis­ 
tic reorganization” and cork 
soikiatjon of school districts to 
achieve further efficiency and 
economy in schools.

NEW YORK W—Cuban ex- 
j il.es in the United States and 
|| Latin America will launch an 
all-out campaign tonight to 
overthrow the Cuban govern­ 
ment of Fidel Castro, the New 
York Mirror reported today. 
The newspaper in a dispatch 
from Miami said a provisional 
government is 'being organized 
to lead the campaign, which 
will begin with the parachut­ 
ing of sabotage groups into 
Cuba. 
Dr. Emilio Nunez Portuon- 
do, former Cuban aambassador 
to the United Nations and now 
an exile in this country, will 
be named president, of the pro­ 
visional government, according 
to the Mirror. 
Nunez Portuondo was not 
immediately available for com­ 
ment. 
The Mirror said Gen. Jose 
Pedraza, long-time Cuban army 
officer, will head the provision­ 
al government’s armed, forces. 
Pedraza came out of retire­ 
ment in the last days of ex- 
President Fulgencio Batista’s 
regime. He fled with Batista 
to the Dominican Republic. 
The report said a broadcast 
by an underground radio will 
be beamed to Cuba at 8 o’clock 
tonight announcing the make­ 
up of - the provisional govern­ 
ment and its program. 
The Mirror, wdiich did not 
disclosed the source of its re­ 
port, said the saboteurs will 
first attack Cuba’s vital cane 
sugar industry. 


U.N. DEBATE SLATED 


French A-Test Plans 
% 
Worry African Lands 
PARIS (UPD—France will go 
ahead with, its atomic bomb 
program and attempt to ex­ 
plode a bomb soon despite pro­ 
tests from African members of 
the United Nations, informed 
sources said today. 
France's bid to become the 
world’s fourth nuclear power 
came up for debate today in 
both the French Senate and 
the U.N. Political Committee. 
The Senate debate was expect­ 
ed to produce little excitement, 
with interest here focused on 
the United Nations. 
The African nations, headed 
by two former French colonies, 
Morocco and Guinea, have a 
forma! protest resolution pre­ 
pared against French testing 
plans in the Sahara Desert. 
Informed s o u r c e s said 
France would answer their ob­ 
jections with a long list of as­ 
surances that the atomic blast 
was not dangerous and would 
not threaten current disarma­ 
ment. aims. 
The sources said. French dis­ 
armament expert Jules Moch 
will promise that France will 
halt her testing as soon as the 
United States, Russia and Brit­ 
ain agree on nuclear disarma­ 
ment. But if no such agreement 
is reached, France will go 
ahead with her bomb regard­ 
less of any U.N. action, they 
said. 
The African nations object to 
the tests near their territory 
because of the danger from 
fallout, but Moch is expected to 
stress that the French blast 


will release only one-thou­ 
sandth of the amount caused, by 
the other three nations’ test­ 
ing and that the Sahara site is 
more isolated than those in 
America or Russia. 
The sources expect Britain 
and the United States to sup­ 
port France and predict defeat 
for the Moroccan resolution.

SACRAMENTO' I* — To stop 
the highway slaughter, Cali­ 
fornia has served notice on its 
7,771,812 motorists: Obey the 
traffic laws or walk. 
A large segment of the in­ 
surance industry has told them: 
Shape up or pay. 
The cheers and squawks 
have been loud. But so far 
the results are encouraging, 
if not clear cut. 
The death and injury rate 
is down. 
The total number of traffic 
violations has fallen off. Speed­ 
ing has dropped off sharply. • 
But. inexplicably, drunk driv­ 
ing is increasing. 
On Oct. 28 the state’s traffic 
death toll stood at 2;,,830, nine 
under the same date last year. 
There were 3,510 killed in all 
of 1958. 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown not­ 
ed that on April 9, when, the 
state started wholesale license 
suspensions, deaths were 12 
per cent over the previous 
year. 
If nothing had been done, he 
said, the toll by Oct. 28 would 
have been 3,180. 
“U means that 350 people 
are alive who wouldn’t have 
'been alive if we hadn’t done 
something drastic,” the gov­ 
ernor said. 
Both the state and the insur­ 
ance companies are using de­ 
merit systems to rate its driv­ 
ers. They give one or more 
demerits for every “moving 
violation,” each of which is 
reported by the courts to the 
state M o t o r 'Vehicle Depart­ 
ment in Sacramento. 
So many demerits and the 
Motor 
Vehicles 
Department 
suspends or revokes the driv­ 
er’s 'license, or puts him on 
probation. 
Using a different scoring 
system, many insurance com­ 
panies give law-abiding drivers 
as much as 20 per cent reduc­ 
tion on their auto insurance 
premiums, or up to 100 per 
cent in penalty charges if their 
record is bad. 
The state’s system has one 
feature which has raised a 
legal storm. The department 
automatically suspends for 
at least six, months the li­ 
cense of any driver on his 
first conviction of misde­ 
meanor drunk driving—and 
Governor Brown has ordered 
no exceptions. 
“To me the only hardship 
cases are those persons hurt 
by a drunk driver,” said Brown. 
Many judges, however, claim 
the administration has exceed­ 
ed its authority. 
A test case is now in the 
courts. A judge suspended a 
drunk driver's license for 30 
days. The department ordered 
a six-month suspension. 
The driver went back to the 
court, which restored his li­ 
cense after the 30 day suspen­ 
sion. The state attorney gen­ 
eral plans to appeal. 
Meantim 2, the department is 
continuing to suspend licenses. 
In September it suspended 
7,151 licenses for negligent 
operation. 
Another 
1,346 
j were suspended six months 
for drunk driving. 
The state scores two de­ 
merits for each conviction of 
drunk, hit-run or reckless driv­ 
ing or driving with a suspended 
or revoked license. Other mov­ 
ing violations and each traffic 
accident, in which the driver 
was at fault counts one de­ 
merit. 
Suspensions are ordered for 
four or more demerits in a 
year, six or more in two years, 
or eight or more in three years. 
The department says some lee­ 
way is allowed depending on 
circumstances. 
The “safe driving insurance 
plan,” adopted by most of the 
stock insurance companies in 
California last May, and sub­ 
stantially revised in June, op­ 
erates like "¿his: 
Using the Motor Vehicle De­ 
partment’s records, drivers get 
five points for drunk driving, 
hit-run driving, homicide or as­ 
sault arising out of motor ve­ 
hicle operation, or driving with 
a suspended or revoked license. 
Reckless 
driving 
counts 
three points. Other moving 


violations and accidents,, ex­ 
cept those in which the driv­ 
er was not at fault, count one 
each. 
Insurance premiums are set 
by adding up the points for the 
previous two years. A clean 
slate gives the driver a 20 per 
cent reduction in the “basic 
rate.” One point means a 10 
per cent savings, while two 
points puts him at the “basic 
rate.” 
Three points adds 20 per 
cent, to the premium., four 
points 40 per cent, five points 
70 per cent, and six or more 
points 100 per cent. 
The points are cumulative 
for “households”—this is the 
demerits against every mem­ 
ber of the family who drives 
the car are added together. 
The June revision of the 
plan changed many features 
which had aroused criticism.
